In response to the Office Action c f 7/27/2004, please amend the claims as follows and 
reconsider the rejections in view (if the remarks which follow. 

REMARKS 

Applicants have made ain- jndments to the claims as the Examiner has suggested 
in order to overcome the rejections under Section 1 12, para. 2. however, applicants have 
not amended the claims to clarify the spatial relationship of the illumination pattern 
generator and the light sensitive e:ectrode in claim 3. Adding this would not clarify the 
claim. Wliether the generator is f:ir, near, above, below is not relevant, as long as it can 
generate the illumination pattern.
